WASHINGTON, April 15—3 A. M.—Major-Gene- 


tal Dix, New York:—The Presidentstill breathes 
but is quite insensible as be has been ever since 
he was shot. 

He evidently did not see the person who shot 
him, but was looking on the stage, as he was ap- 
proached behind, 

Mr. Seward has rallied, and it is hoped he may | 
live. Frederick Seward/s condition is yery criti- 
cal, Theattendant who was present was atabbed 


through the lungs, and 4s not expected to live. 
The wounds of Major Seward are not serious, 

Inyestigation strongly indicates J. Wilkes 
Booth as the assassin of the President. Whe- 
ther it was the same or different person that 
attempted to murder Mr, Seward remains in 
doubt. 

Chief Justice Carter 1s engaged in taking the 
evidence, Every exertion has been made to 
prevent the escape of the murderer, His horse 
has been found on the road near Washington.

The excitement was of the wildest possible 
description, and, of course, there was an abrupt 
termination of the theatrical performance. 

There was a rush towards the Presidential 
Vox, when cries were heard, “Stand back! Give 
him air! Has any one sdmulants?” 

On a hasty examination it was found that the 
President lad been shot throngh the head, above 
and back of the temporal bone, and thatsome 
of the brain was oozing out. ; 

He was removed to a private house opposite to 
the thestre, and thr Surgeon-Gerieral of the 
army ond other surgeons were sent for to attend

THE PRESIDENT IN A DYING CONDI-

The President was in a state of syncope, totally 
insensible, and breathing slowly, the blood 
oozing from the wound ‘at the back of his head. 
‘The surgeons were exhausting every possible 
effort of medical skill, but all hope was gone. 

The parting of his family with the dying 
President Is too sad for description, 


' The President and Mrs, Lancoln did not start 
to the theatre till fifteen minutes after eight 
o'clock. Spealkor Colfux yyus at the White House 


was discovered on the back of the cushioned ; 


that bo. was going, although Mrs, Lincoln had 
not been well, because the papers had adver- 
tised that General Grant and they were to be 
present, and as General Grant had gone North, 
he did not wish the audience tobe disappointed. 
He went with apparent reluctance, and urged 
Mr, Colfax to go with him, but that gentleman 
had made other engagements, ond with Mr, 
Ashman, of Massachusetts, bid him good-bye, 


THELATEST—THE CONDITION OF THE 
PRESIDENT. _ 

Wasnrxoren, April 15—2:30 A. M.—The Prest- 
dent is still alive, but is growing weaker, The 
ball islodged in nis brain, three inches from 
‘where it entered the skull. He remains{nsensi- 
ble and his condition is utterly hopeless. 

The Vice President has been to see him, but 
all company except the Gablnet, his family, 
and a few friends, #6 rigidly excluded. 

Large crowds still continue in the street, as 
near to the house asthe line of guard will allow. 


ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF SE- 
CRETARY SEWARD. 

When the excitement at the theatre was at its 
Wildest height, reports were circulated that Se- 
cretary Seward had also been assassinated, 

On reaching this gentleman’s residence, a 
crowd and ainilitary guard were found at the 
door, and on entering it was ascertained that the 
Teports were based upontruth, Everybody there 
Was so excited that Scarcely an intelligible ac- 
count could be gathered, but the facts are sub- 
stantially as follows— 

About ten o’cl aman rang the bell, and 
the call having been answered by a colored 
servant, he kaid He had come from Dr. Verdi, 
Secretary Seward’s family physician, with a 
prescription, at the same time holding in his 
hand a small piece of folded paper and saying, 
in answer to a refusal, that he must see the 
Secretary, ashe was intrusted with a particular 
direction concerning the medicine, 

He still insisted on going up, although re- 
peatedly informed thntno one could enter. the 
chamber, The man pushed the servant; aside 
and walked quickly to the Secrétary’s room, 
and was there met by Mr. Frederick W. Seward 
of whom he defianded to see the Secretary, 
making the same representation which he did 
to the servant. 

What further passed in the way of colloquy is 
not known, but the man struck hin on the 
head with a billy, severely injuring the skull, 
and felling him dimost senstless, The assassin 
then rushed into the chamber and attacked 
Major Seward, Hpyanester in the United States 
Army, and 3 Hansell, a messenger of the 
State Department, and two nigle nurses, dis- 
abling them all, He then rushed upon the Sec- 
retary, wld was lying in bed in the same room, 
andl inflicted three stabs in the neck, but seyer- 
ing, itis thought, and hoped, no arteries. 

Theassassin then rushed downstairs, mounted 
his horse at the door and rore off before an 
alarm could be sounded, andinthesame man- 
her of the assassin of the President. It is be- 
lieved the injuries of the Secretary are not fatal, 
nor those of the others, although both the Sec- 
retary and the Assistant Secretary are very seri- 
ously {iginred. 

Seert@aries Stanton and Welles, and other 
prominent officers of the Government, called 
at Secretary Seward’s house to inquire into his 
condition, and there heard of the assassination 
of the President. They proceeded to the house 
where he was lying, exhibiting, of course, in- 
tense anxiety and solicitude, 

An immense crowd was gathered in front of 
the President’sHonse, and a strong guard also 
stationed there, many persons evidently sup- 
posing that he would be brought to his home, 

The entire city to-night presents a scene of 
wild excitement, accompanied by violent ex- 
pressions of indignation, and the profoundest 
sorrow. Many shed tears, 

The military anthorities haye despatched 
mounted patrols in every direction, in order, if 
possible to arrest the assassin, while the Metro- 
politan police are alike vigilant for the same 
purpose. o ;

officer could have been selected by GeneralGrant 
who would better fill the difficult role General 
Ord will be called upon to perform. Nor is his 
capacity in council his only claim on the regard 
of his country. His services in the fleld have 
been arduous and brilliant, showing him one 
of our first soldiers. Twice wounded since the | 
war began, his scars are honorable witnesses of 
his service and his brayery. 

That the conflicting interests, the Jealoustes, 
the perplexities already arising around him 
willbe fairly and fearlessly dealt with, none 
who know the man can doubt. 

A Grand Salute ‘ 
Of two hundred guns was fired to-day In honor 
of the surrender of Lee, The same salyos of Joy 
were doubtless indulged in all over the Union, 
asthe salute was in accordance with a General 
Order of the War Departinent, 

‘The City 

Is quietand orderly, and fast becoming as re- 
spectable in appearance as circumstances will 
permit. Large gangs of negroes are kept con- | 
stantly at work clearing the streets of the debris 
of the eyacuation, but thelr progress in the 
burned district is very slow. There the ghastly 
monuments of Rebel barbarism will remain for 
weeks and months, silent but effective 
witnesses. to the vindictive malignity of 
the despotism that attempted to destroy 
a city it could no longer hold. Out- 
side of the burned district, however, Richmond 
is fast becoming again the beautiful city it was 
in {ts better days, and but for the ruin wrought 
by Breckinridge and Ewell the tourist would 
find little to remind him of its recent terrible 
history. One important adjunct of a city, v 
gas, was wanting during the frst days of our 
occupation, but that has been remedied, and to- | 
night all the houses are lighted with a very 
superior article: 

Eyerybody’s impression of Richmond, so long 
beleagured, so long defended, so long the centre 
of all that was false in American polities, will 
be interesting after the nation has recovered 
from the wild delirium of joy under which it is

WINCHESTER, VA., April 10, 1865. 
Lastnight, about midnight, the news of the 
surrender of General Lee's army to General 
Grant reached this place, The news soon spread 
alloyer town, and ina very short time the streets 
Were thronged with citizens and soldiers 
parading up and down, shouting in the wildest 
enthusiasm. Cheer after cheer went up for,the| 
gallant leaders of our armies, Grant, Sherman 
and Sheridan. A salute of thirty-four guns was 
fired by the First Maine Battery. The nests 
quarters of General Hancock were brilliantly’ 
illuminated, and from their top and all about 
rockets were sent up almost’ without intvekmis+ 
sion. The telegraph office and several other 
bufldings were also {lluminated. € " 

But the excitement was not confined to town; 
the news soon spread among the soldiers that 
Were encamped -at a considerable distance out 
in the conntry, and.in a short time three bands 
of music, belonging respectively to the Twenty 
third, Thirty-sixth and Ninety-first Ohio Reg!- 
ments, were on their way. to.town, playing.as 
they camé, They marched up to General Han- 
cock’s head-quarters, which were soon sur- 
rounded bya large crowd of énthuslastio citi- 
zens and soldiers, and as soon as one was done 
playing another was ready to take it up, Three 
cheers were proposed for. the General, which 
were given witha hearty good will A speech 
was then called for, but before he had time to 
réply some one proposed three cheers for Phil 
Sheridan, upon the very mention of whose 
nume the wildest enthusiasm was manifested, 
and the cheers were given with’a vim that 
showed thelr appreciation of the gallant hero. 

General Hancock, seeing that there was no 
use of attempting to make a speech,came for- 
ward and said that he saw it was no time for 

eech-making, and proposed three cheers for 
onr country. After that General Carroll pro- 

osed three cheers for the President of the 

Jnited States, General Hancock next proposed 
three cheers for General Grant, and, after music 
by one of the bands, proposed nine cheers for 
tho enlisted men of our army, After these 
were given the crowd dispersed, and the bands 
started for the head-quarters of General Tor- 
bert. 

As I passed along the atreet, I observed a noisy 
crowd about the door ofa private dwelling. 
They had placed'a number of lighted candies 
about the door, for the purpose of illuminating 
the house. Upon inquiry 1 learned that it was 
the residence of a minister, who had moyed to 
this place about the beginning of the war, and 
“had come, as he said, all (ue way from’ Ala- 
bama to fight the Yailkees." He came to the 
door to remonstratewith the crowd, telling them 
that hia’child was unwell. ‘hey expressed their 
sympathy for him, ul the same time hoping that 
his child would soon recover, and live to grow 
up and become useful, and never disgrace [tself 
as its father had done. After this they left, 
singing 

“Down with the Rebels and up with the Yanks." 

To-day the excitement still continues un- 
abated, At noon a salute of two hundred guus 
was fired by the First Majne Battery. Every- 
body wears'a smile. Even those who had hoped 
better things of Jeff. and Lee are fast becoming 
reconciled to the npws and are preparing to join 
in the general illumination that is to take place 
to-night. Tho following order has been issued 
by Major-General Hancock: 

TNCHESTER, Va, April! loth, 1865.—The Major- 
General commanding announces to the citizens in the 
Vicinity of his lines, that General Robert E. Lee sur- 
rendered, with the ‘Army of Northern Virginia, yester- 
day, to Lieutenant-General Grant, near Appomattox 


Court House. 

‘The arme, artillery nnd biggage were delfvered up, 
the Confederate officers being, allowed: to’ retain their 
side arms and, private property. Officers. and men 
were all paroled not to take up arms against the United 
States, until regularly exchanged, and were allowed to 
return to their homes once more, there to remain with- 
out molestation from the authorities of the United 
States, so long as theirparole is kept inviolate, and 
they reapect the Jaws in force where they reside. 

All detachments and stragglers from the Army of 
Northern Virginia will, upon complying with the above 
conditions, be parolediandallowed)to goto their homes, 
Those who do not so surrender will be brougbs In. as 
prhoners of war. ‘The guerrilia chef’ Moseby Is not 
included in the parole, 

‘The Afajor-General commanding trosts that the 
People to whom this Is sent. will regard the surrender 
of General Lee, with his army, as Lee himself regards 
it, as the tirst great step to peace, and will adapt thelr 
conduct to the new condition of affnirs and make it 
practicable: for him to exhibit towards them every 
leniency the situation will admit of, Every military 
restraint shall be removed that is not absolutely essen- 
tial, and your sons. your husbands and your brothers 
shall remain with you unmolested: ''!

Iam of the opinion that,the tactics of Commo- 
dore Craven will be to ey to run down the 
Stonewall and crush her by the immense com- 
parative momentum of the Vingara, taking the 
chances while running upon her of the Sione- 
wall’s shots, 

Should it unfortunately occur, as the Sfone- 

wall’s officers aud the Confederate sympathizers 
here Coens predict, that the ram will de- 
stroy both the Niagara and Sacramento, a great 
responsibility willrest upon our Government.

‘The Lancaster (Pa.) ea tied ublishes a letter 
from the Rebel General ill, written. from 
Davidson College, North Carolina, in 1856, 
which he reyuests Colonel Isaac W. Haynie to

The Late General Winthrop. 
From the N. Y. Evening Post, 11th instant, 

The funeral of Brevet Brigadier-General 
Frederick Winthrop, killed in battle near Pe- 
tersburg, Va., on the Ist.instant, will take place 
in this city to-morrow (Weduesday) afternoon. 

General Winthrop enered the military service 
in April, 1861, as private in the Seventy-first 
New York iment. For his distinguished 
conduct in the first battle of Bull Run he was 
Bppolated a Cantaln in the Twelfth iment 

ited ‘States Infantry, to date from October 
28,1861, He organized his company at Fort Ha- 
milton, New York harbor, and with the first 
battalion of his regiment Joined the Army of 
the Potomac on the llth of April, 1862. 

From that time to the day of his death he was 
on duty with thatarmy, partlolpating imall its 
Conspicuous in eyery action 
for his intelligence, courage and determination, 
he won for himself not only the love and 
spect of his comrades, but the commendation of 
his cominanders.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


Fray, April 14.—There was but a limited 
bnsiness effected at the Stock Board, and com- 
paratively little fluctuation in prices, There was 
only one session of the Board, The principal 
operations were in Railroad shares, and a few of 
the popular oil stocks, In Gold there was almost 
@ total cessation of business, as the Board nd- 
fourned in consequence of Good Friday. The 
volume of unemployed capital in the street con- 
tinues large, considerably in excess of the de- 
mand, and six toseyen percent arethe rates 
for “call” on Railway, Government or other 
acceptable securities. There is rather more mer- 
e\ntile paper offering, and it ranges from eight 
per cent, upwards. 

The most noticeable feature in trade at present 
1s, that all new arrivals of both foreign and do- 
mestic goods are directly offered forsale, The 
Manufactories at once pour out all their stocks, 
keeping none behind, as the cost of reproduc- 
tion is continually falling.

his morning the American people are a na- 
‘\on of mourners. President LINCOLN was mor- 
1 lly wounded last evening while attending 
bord’s Theatre, in Washington, by a Rehel 
ossassin, who entered his private box, and 
crawlng a Pistol, fired, the ball passing through 
bis hoad, inflicting a wound which was pro- 
nounced mortal by the surgeons, who were 
promptly in attendance. 

After discharging the wenpon the assassin 
rushed to the front of the box, brandishing a 
dagger In bis hand, and exclaiming ‘'sie semper 
tyrannus,—the motto of Virginia—leaped on 
the stage, and running to the opposite sido, 
made bis escape from the theatré, mounted a 
horse In waiting*and fled, 

Mra. LINCOLN’s screams seem first to have 
awakened the audience toa sense of the awful 
tragedy which had been enacted. Immediately 
a wild scene ensued, ond in a few moments the 
President was conveyed toa private residence 
in the neighborhood, where his wound was 
examined, and it was found that the bullet had 
entered above and back of tha temporal bone, 
‘nd that the brain was oozing out. 

At midnight Surgeon-General BARNES and 
other distinguished surgeons were in attend- 
anco, and pronounced the wound mortal, al- 
though no efforts on their part were spared in 
their endeavor to save the President's life, The 
Jatost despatch,as we write,announces the Presi- 
dent dying, syncope having taken place, and it 
is probable that before we go to press his death 
Anas occurred, 

This horrible assassination will startle the 
nation as nothing has ever before startletl it. 
It is the first instance in our history of one of 
our Rulers’ being murdered,2and the news will 
create a feeling throughout the land more in 
tense and profound. and more indignant than 
it {8 possible to describe. It shows the 
diabolical spirit of the Rebellion in its 
true light, and we doubt if there 
be a man who has had birth on free 
soll to be found in the North to-day who will pet 
Shydder with horror, and denounce in un: 
sured terms the flendishness ofa cause Ww) 
to its starving of prisoners of war has added 
last great crime, the assassination by a hireling 
of the President of the United States, 


GENERAL B. C. TILGHMAN. 

The numerous friends of Colonel B. ©. TILGH- 
MAN, Third United States Colored Troops, will 
be gratified to learn that he was yesterday ap- 
pointed a Brevet Brigadier-General, 

Ono offthe first to volunteer, his actual kervice 
commencing in the attempted passage of the in- 
armed Philadelphia troops through Baltimore 
on the famous 19th of ‘April, 1861, this accom- 
plished gentleman has been noted, ever atnoe, 
for the thorough, but unobtrusive discharge of 
all his official duties. Heserved with the Army 
of the Potomac until May, 1863, when at the bat- 
Ue of Chancellorsville, at the head of his regi- 
ment, the Twenty-sixth Pennsylvania, he was 
serlously wounded. 

Having been one of the earliest and most 
Btrenuous advocates for the organization of 
colored troops, he, in August, 1863, at the special 
request of the War Department, took the com- 
mand of the first regiment of colored troops 
raisod !n Pennsylvania, thus giving up the Col- 
oneley of the firsf white regiment in Pennsyl- 
vania which enlisted “for three years, or the 
war, for that of ‘the first black regiment.” 

We know of no other instance in which a like 
exchange has been made, and when it is con- 
sidered that the command of colored troops was 
then not only unpopular, but, in view of the fe- 
roclons threats of the Rebel chiefs that such 
officers should not be treated as prisoners of 
war, fraught also with unusual danger, the act 
of Colonel TrLnGHMAN in making the apparent 
sacrifice is one to which his friends must always 
refer With pride, 

‘The honorary recognition of his uniform gal- 
Jantry and good conduct throughout the war, 
which has now been tendered him, we haye the 
best reason to believe would haye been given, as 
it was earned, long ago, if he had permitted his 
Iriends to call attention to his case. There are 
many men, however, we are proud to say, who 
entered the army from higher motives than a 
Hesire for its outward honors, and among them 
to one has been actuated by a loftier spirit 
than Colonel Trrenman. 


SHALL WE BULLY PORTUGAL? 
Some of our cotemporarles are bristling up 
avith angor in relation to the recent case of firing 
on the American vessels of warat Lisbon. They 
falk about commencing a European war as 
oolly as if it would be a pastime and a Jollifica- 
tion, into which the people of the United States 
Ought to plunge with as much pleasure asif a 
splendid banquet was In the persceptive. We 
trust that our Government will not be go hot- 
headed. Wars the last thing which a civilized 
ation should resort vo, and by this time we 
should have had enongh experience of the cost 
‘Of hostilities, not to be over-anxious to com- 
mence them with a new foe. Portugal isa weak 
wer, and from all appearances, the officers at 
sisbon have acted rashly. If, as it is reported, 
the American war vessels had no intention to 
break the injunction which was placed upon 
their leaving the port, apology and reparation 
Bre due to the United States. The United States 
Minister, reports inform us, has demanded the 
Proper apology and satisfaction. Let us wait 
until we know that they are refused before we 
get our blood up to fever heat. We admit that 
there has been injustice done to this country by 
the recognition of the Rebels as a belligerent 
power, a most unfriendly act; which no amount 
of argument can convince us was justifiable, 
But Portugal in establishing that principle, only 
followed the example of England and France, 
‘We bave submitted to the wrong done us by 
those nations, because we had too great a work 
on hand at home to resent it, By that submis- 
¥ion we have encouraged the smaller European 
nations to imitate the example of the stronger 
Governments. Had we not obeyed the regula- 
tions which the latter sought to establish, we 
ight complain of their imposition upon us by 
Porthga: Bot we have justified the ac- 
Lon of Portugal by our pwn course, 
{it would, not, therefore, be creditable tous to 
pttempt to bully that petty Kingdom, when we 
jaye borne patiently the same regulations when | 
pnforeed by England or France, It istrue that

would not have been interfered with. The oc- 
currence js unfortunate, and the esedpe of the 
Stonewall was pecullarly 80, but every Rebel pri- 
yateer watched by our vessels ina foreign har- 
bor has had the same adyantage, The procla- 
mation of tho President, which declarea that 
hereafter these restrictions will not be permit- 
ted, is a tacit admission that we have submitted 
to them heretofore, under protest, it is true, but 
neyertheless we have submitted. It is scarcely 
noble, therefore, that we should suddenly as- 
sume a bullying attitude toward Portugal, never 
haying bullied England or France on account of 
similar restrictions, 

We must not take it for granted thata war 
commenced with Portugal for such a cause 
would not enlist the ald of other European na- 
tions. They would be strongly inclined toassist 
the Portuguese, and we might soon find a war 
on our hands which would sweep our commerce 
from the ocean at the very time when we hoped 
to re-establish It, Let us keep cool, therefore, 
and await the course of events. The matter is 
in the hands of our Government, and there is 
no fear that in its cha.ge our honor or interests 


will suffer,
